UCH beloved father, greeting. § have received your acceptable of the 17% current,

ainft one Thomas Coawell, who had made feizare on the {aid goods by letters

flate, and hath great favour, that I only may be heard with my witneffes; for Iam 
unguilty, and that which is declared, is but of pure malice againft me. I intreat you to 
ufe all diligence to get recommendation ; for the long being here, is of great charges; 
in the mean time, many friends ufe all diligence to help me out. So I recommend me to 
your good fatherly care; and commit you to the protection of the Almighty.
